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A Hope for Subsidies 


The Rt. Hon. C. D. Howe, minister of | 


reconstruction, is said to have intimated that 
the federal government might go into a sub- 
sidized low rental housing program if the 
provinces and municipalities would pay a 
proportionate share of the costs. 

This participation by provinces and 
municipalities might be a good thing if it 
would break the deadlock into which the 
housing situation appears to have fallen in 
Ottawa. Moreover, it would give the local 
governments of the areas immediately con- 
cerned a direct interest in the maintenance 
of the houses so constructed 

But the provinces and 
could be expected to bear only a small share 
of the burden because, unlike the federal 
government, they have no access to the funds 
of The Bank of Canada. Or, if they assum- 
ed what Mr. Howe calls a proportionate re- 
sponsibility, they could only do so if, they 
were given access to the interest-free funds 
of The Bank of Canada 

There are, of course 
for the participation of local governments 
in housing schemes just as there are pre- 
for housing subsidies.

As The Edmonton Bulletin has pointed 
out, time and time again, subsidies have been 
found necessary in Scandinavian countries 
in British Dominions, in Britain and in the 
United States. In these places, as in Can- 
ada, unassisted private enterprise has been 
utterly unable to build modern and adequate 
homes that will rent at prices that 80 per 
cent of the population can afford to pay. 

In the United States there are two forms 
of government subsidy. The first is a direct 
subsidy for building. The second is a sub- 
sidy to the landlord to make up the difference 
between the rental the tenant can pay and 
what would be a reasonable and limited re- 
turn on his investment. 

Either or these plans appears to work 
with some success and both will doubtless 
be considered by Canada if Mr. Howe's re- 
ported suggestion is implemented. 

But the provinces can only participate 
lightly unless, like the federal 


govern- | 


ment, they are allowed to use Bank of Can- 


ada funds. It is enough to be responsible 
for capital without piling up the cost, in 
this national emergency, by paying unnec- 
essary interest rates.

For while the aspirations of men are 
mostly religicus, the desires and demands 
of men are almost wholly cultural. Dr. van 
Dusen, then, does well to draw a distinction 
between the two and to state the position of 
the Church in regard to each. 

One of the greatest injuries done relig- 
ion in these days is to confuse it with cul- 
ture and civilization and to asume that re- 
ligion and culture and civilization are synony- 
mous terms 

As a 


matter of fact, religion has 
nothing to do with culture and civilization 
except it colors the latter two. A cul- 
ture and a civilization may be quite non- 
religious. And the purposes of religion 
and culture are quite different and not 
even comparable. } 

A man may be Christian and quite un- 
civilized. "A man may be civilized and tot- 
ally non-Christian. 

Civilization and culture have to do with | 
a relationship between man and man. Relig- 
ion has to do with a relationship between God 
and man. The first two are material. The 
latter is essentially spiritual. 

Civilization and culture have to be ac- 
quired and earned. Religion is a gift. 

The distinction cannot be made too 
sharply. 4

Certainly the new developments 
in the Commonwealth require new 
definitions. As long as the Com- 
monwealth was restricted to a

Chain Selves 
To Bank Door 


NEW YORK, July 19.—(AP) 
—Officials of the Brooklyn 
Trust Company said today they 
contemplated no action against 
three young women who 
chained themselves to the main 
entrance of the bank building 
yesterday in the first union 
strike against a major bank in 
American history. 

The three young women, 
pickets in the strike by mem- 
bers of the Financial Employes 
Guild (CIO) handcuffed them- 
selves to each other and to the 
two sideposts of the bank's 
front door. 

For 15 minutes, while bank 
guards worked feverishly with 
hacksaws, the bank’s customers 
squirmed through the human 
chain. Outside, 100 placard- 
bearing pickets, representing a 
local of the guild, an affiliate 
of the United Office and Pro- 
fessional Workers of America, 
shouted: “Don’t. hurt these 
girls!” 

Meanwhile, union spokesmen 
aotified police there would not 
be any picketing at the bank's 
main or branch offices over 
the week-end.
